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<Subject of search> 

With respect to claims 1 and 8-16 

Claim 1 relates to a dry syrup comprising as an active ingredient 
a compound defined by the desired property of NX binder that upon addition 
of water at use, provides a uniform dispersion". It appears from the 
description in Par. No. [0012] that the "binder that upon addition of 
water at use, provides a uniform dispersion" refers to all of such binder 
compounds that any dry syrup having the same added thereto satisfies 
the requirements (i) to (v) recited in claim 12. ' However, only Examples 
wherein hydroxypropylcellulose was added are disclosed in the description 
of this application. Thus, it appears that only some of the claimed 
compounds are disclosed within the meaning of PCT Article 5, so that 
the support by disclosure in the description within the meaning of PCT 
Article 6 is lacked. 

Further, with respect to the "binder that upon addition of water at 
use, provides a uniform dispersion", as apparent from the above, whether 
or not compounds are the relevant binder compounds cannot be judged unless 
final compositions are obtained. The scope of compounds with this 
property cannot be specified even if technical common knowledge at the 
filing of this application is taken into account. Therefore, claim 1 
also fails to satisfy the requirement of clarity prescribed in PCT Article 
6. 

The same applies to claims 8-16. 

Theref ore, search has been conducted only on the dry syrups containing 
hydroxypropylcellulose as an. active ingredient, concretely described 
in the description and specified in claim 4. 
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
